Knowlton said he was sad to see Farr leave BYU. He said she is an excellent 
scholar and will be missed. He said he was not offered a financial settlement 
with the University. : 

“T am leaving BYU to pursue my scholarship and teaching in an atmosphere 
where I can feel more free to speak out on issues that have provoked controver- 
sy here,” Farr said Tuesday. “I wish BYU well and most of all I wish my col- 


leagues and friends here all the best. Your love and sup- 
port make this difficult decision both easier and twice as 
painful.” 

As part of her agreement with BYU, Farr will not dis- 
cuss any financial settlements that she may have made 
with the University. Smoot also declined to discuss 
details of the agreement, saying only that Farr has 
agreed to not release the proceedings of the review or 
the appeal. 

Farr said her agreement did not prohibit her from 
expressing her views elsewhere or talking to the media, 
and said she will not sue the University. 

“The settlement is satisfactory to me and the University 
so I don’t need to pursue a lawsuit,” Farr said. 

Farr said she felt a loyalty to BYU, but that she was 
fired for her feminist views. “I pursued the appeal in 
good faith, but I think the decision was made before I 
filed the appeal,” she said. “I was fired and eventually 


resigned because I’m a feminist. I don’t want to stay at BYU. I’ve got my 
record clear and I’m leaving.” ° 
BYU officials say that to say Farr was denied continuing status because she 
was a feminist is too simplistic. 
“I think the issues go so much deeper than simply attaching a label in 
Cecilia’s case,” Smoot said. “J think it’s. much more complex.” 


Smoot declined to hold a “point/counter-point” argument about the appeals. 


“We’re not going to get into a rehash and rehearse,” she said. “In Farr’s case, 


we both came to the edge, we both stepped back and agreed that we’d leave 


some things unresolved.

Among college-age U.S. youths, suicides have 
increased by 200-300 percent over the past 25 years. For 
their part, college students commit suicide at about half 
the rate of non-students their age. Suicide rates vary little 
between highly competitive and less rigorous schools. 

Student suicides peak in September, March and January, 
which are not the most stressful times, academically 
speaking.

Brady bill signed

WASHINGTON. — As James 
Brady turned in his wheelchair to 
watch, President Clinton signed into 


‘law the most sweeping handgun con- 


trol bill in a quarter century Tuesday. 
Clinton signed the long-fought bill 
before an audience of law enforce- 


ment officials, mayors, governors, ~ 


members of Congress and families 
who have lost relatives to gun vio- 
lence. 2 

The new law will require a five-day 
waiting period and background check 
on handgun buyers when it takes 
effect in 90 days. It was named for 
Brady, the White House press secre- 
tary who was left disabled in the 1981 
assassination attempt against then- 
President Reagan. 

Brady called the ceremony “the end 
of unchecked madness and the com- 
mencement of a heartfelt crusade for 
a safer and saner country.” 

It was the first major gun bill since 
1968 when Congress banned mail- 
order purchases of rifles, shotguns, 
handguns and ammunition and curbed 
out-of-state buying of those firearms. 

Clinton said the Brady bill finally 
passed “because grassroots America

changed its mind and demanded that 
this Congress not leave here without 
doing something about this. And all 
the rest of us, even Jim and Sarah, did 
was to somehow light that spark that 
swept across the people of this coun- 
try and proved once again that 
democracy can work.” 

“America won this battle,” the presi- 
dent said. “Americans are finally fed 
up with violence that cuts down 
another citizen with gunfire every 20 
minutes.” 

Richard Gardiner, the NRA’s leg- 
islative caine said in a telephone 
interview, “The bill will not have the 
slightest impact on violent crime.” 

A major anti-crime bill is expected 
to be high on the agenda for Clinton 
and Congress next year. 

Clinton said that signing the Brady 
bill was “step one in taking our streets 
back, taking our children back, 
reclaiming our families and our 
future.” 

Clinton and Sarah Brady both 
noticed a Washington Post story that 
said background checks and waiting 
periods in California, Florida, 
Virginia and Maryland have blocked 
more than 47,000 attempted gun pur- 
chases by people who at the time 
were banned from buying firearms. 


PLO peace pact 
sees bloodiest day

KHAN YUNIS, Occupied Gaza 
Strip — In the bloodiest day of street 


battles since the Israel-PLO accord - 


was signed, Palestinians hurled rocks 
and burned tires Tuesday to protest 
the army hunt for PLO. gunmen and 
the lack of progress in peace talks. 

Soldiers responded with gunfire, 
killing one Palestinian and wounding” 
65. 

Troops killed a 16-year old boy dur- 
ing clashes near an army encampment 
in Gaza City’s Sheik Radwan neigh- 
borhood, Arab witnesses said. Israel 
radio said the youth was shot by mis- 
take. 

Hundreds of makeshift barriers 
blocked roads to enforce a three-day 
general strike called by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. Clouds of 
smoke from burning rubber rose over 
the Gaza Strip. 

The violence reflected Palestinians’ 
growing frustration over the lack of 
change and threatened to complicate

negotiations on the handover of Gaza 
and Jericho on the West Bank sched- 
uled to start Dec. 13. 

Still, two meetings held Tuesday 
reflected continued efforts toward 
peace. 

Maj. Gen. Matan Vilnai, the Gaza 
Strip military commander, met with 
five PLO leaders in Gaza to discuss a 
cease-fire, and a top aide to Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin arrived in 
Tunis for talks with PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat. 

In Gaza, the PLO leaders demanded 
that the army stop. shooting 
Palestinians, stop hunting members of 
the Fatah Hawks, release jailed 
Hawks and reduce its presence in 
Gaza. 

The Hawks are the military wing of 
Arafat’s Fatah faction. 

“We hope the bloodshed will be 
stopped. We have agreed on practical 
steps to solve the situation,” PLO 
leader Sufian Abu Zaydeh said after 
the meeting. He would not give 
details.

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Amtrak train collides with tractor-trailer 


INTERCESSION CITY, Fla. — An Amtrak passenger train smashed into a 
stalled tractor-trailer Tuesday as frantic state troopers tried to flag it down. 
About 70 people were injured. 

The oversized truck carrying a 150-ton generator got stuck at a train crossing 
several minutes before the collision, said Chris Gent, a spokesman for the 
Kissimmee Utility Authority, which owns the generator. 

A train dispatcher was notified about the stalled truck and told utility officials 
that the train was not due at the crossing until 1 p.m., said Gent, who witnessed 
the accident. 

CSX Transportation says it didn’t receive any phone call prior to the acci- 
dent. 

The train struck at 12:45 p.m., Amtrak spokeswoman Sue Martin said. 

“The signal crossing arm came down on top of the cab. I didn’t know what 
was happening. Then I saw the train,” Gent said. “Then it hit ... I heard the 
scraping and the screeching of the steel all along the track.” 

Four of the eight cars on the Tampa-to-New York Silver Meteor derailed. 
The first sleeping car overturned when it jumped the tracks. Rescue workers 
had to pry off some windows to rescue trapped passengers. 


Hubble costs Americans 2 cents per week 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — Feel free to put in your 2 cents worth once 
spacewalking astronauts start trying to fix the Hubble Space Telescope. 

That’s what it costs each American citizen each week in taxes to operate and 
maintain the billion-dollar-plus observatory, which has bad eyesight, bad 
memory and a bad case of the jitters. 

Space shuttle Endeavour was due to blast off before dawn today on the multi- 
million-dollar mission, considered the most complex shuttle flight and biggest 
repair job in space ever. 

Bad weather threatened to delay the flight. Forecasters gave only a 30 percent 
chance of favorable conditions for the scheduled 4:57 a.m. EST launch. 


Clinton hints at trade talk compromise 


WASHINGTON — Heading into a crucial round of negotiations, the Clinton 
administration suggested Tuesday there is room for compromise with France in 
a fight that has blocked completion of global free-trade talks. 

Both U.S. Trade Representative Mickey Kantor and Agriculture Secretary 
Mike Espy indicated there were ways to resolve the dispute over farm subsi- 
dies, the key stumbling block to completing the Uruguay round of trade negoti- 
ations. 

Kantor expressed hope that the United States and the 12-nation Puovean 
Community could reach an outline of an agreement covering agriculture and 
other issues during discussions today and Thursday. 

Secretary of State Warren Christopher was scheduled to take part in the talks 
in Brussels, Belgium, with Sir Leon Brittan, the EC’s chief trade negotiator, 
and other EC officials. 

The goal is to clear up remaining issues between the United States and the 
EC, and take that deal to Geneva. 


Utah woman pleads guilty to manslaughter 


PROVO — Julia S. Hazel, charged with stabbing her husband to death, 


pleaded guilty Tuesday to manslaughter. 

Hazel, 29, had admitted to killing Larry G. Hazel, 32, with a kitchen knife on 
Feb. 19 in their Spanish Fork home. She said he beat her and tried to rape her. 
She was charged with murder. 

Hazel said she didn’t want to face a trial, and pleaded guilty to manslaughter 
Tuesday morning in 4th District-Court. 

In pleading to the charge, Hazel faces one to 15 years in prison and a $10,000 
fine. 

Utah County prosecutors said they will recommend that Hazel be sentenced 
as if the offense were a. third-degree felony, which carries a one-to-five-year 
prison term and $5,000 fine. Prosecutors will also suggest Hazel not go to 
prison. 

The recommendations do not bind Judge Lynn W. Davis, who will sentence 
Hazel Jan. 4. 

Hazel intended to use battered woman’s syndrome, a new and controversial 


psychological disorder, as a defense for her actions. She claimed her husband .

can do is share the concern with oth- 
ers. 

“People with a concern should share 
it with a friend, bishop or counselor,” 
he said. “If they get the person 
involved with other people, they are 
headed in the right direction.” 

Sorenson said a disproportionately 
large percentage of students that have 
problems with suicide are, surprising- 
ly, high achievers with good grades. 

“It depends on. where one gets his 
sense of satisfaction and self-esteem,” 
he said. “A good student may value 
high grades more than others, and is 
less able to deal with academic failure.” 

Sorenson said BYU’s religious 
nature is a mixed blessing. Students 
can find peace and stability in their 
faith in a strong purpose in life, but 
some suffer from guilt associated with 
failure to live up to religious laws or 
standards. 

Outside of campus there are several 
organizations aimed at suicide pre- 
vention; including Charter Hospital 
and Utah Valley Medical Center.

A Charter Hospital employee, Matt, 
who handles a suicide crisis line said 
an average of one call a week comes 
from a BYU student. 

“Usually about one-fifth of the calls 
are really serious,” he said. 

Volunteer suicide crisis lines also 
exist, but they are apparently under- 
staffed and overworked. When the 
Daily Universe called one such crisis 
line during Thanksgiving vacation, a 
recording machine answered and 
directed the caller to dial 911 if the 
situation was an emergency. 

Kevin (who asked that his real name 
not be used) is a former BYU student 
who had a near-suicide experience 
while an undergraduate here. 

“What I want people to understand is 
that they shouldn’t be afraid to act 
just because they don’t want to inter- 
fere with the person’s privacy or oth- 


erwise embarrass them,” he said. “No 


matter what the person’s difficulty is, 
they are lonely and isolated, and no 
harm could be done by getting 
involved with their lives.”

New design propose

’ Ten months after opposition to the 


proposed widening of U.S. 189 
through Provo Canyon, the Utah 
Department of Transportation has 
returned from the drawing board with 


‘a new design that includes twin tun- 


nels and four lanes on a two-mile 
stretch. 

The road will be similar to that at 
the lower part of the canyon near 
Vivian Park and will extend the next 
two miles into the canyon, said Kim 
Morris, director of community rela- 
tions for UDOT. “We will try to stay 
on the existing alignment as much as 
possible,” he said. 

The twin tunnels will replace a 
bridge proposal parallel to the Provo 
River that concerned citizens argued 
was too close to the river. But the $35 
million project still has critics. 

Although the need for the expansion 
and the project’s appearance are being 
questioned, Larry Buss, project engi- 
neer, said the canyon’s commuter and 
recreational traffic warrant the 
improvements. 

Morris said the work is needed 
because the volume of traffic through 
the canyon is beyond what the present 
road can handle. Summer is especial- 
ly busy because of recreational traffic, 
he said. - : 

“Many accidents can be attributed to 
‘the road’s present condition,” he said. 
“The benefits of construction would 
be safer travel, better access to recre- 
ational facilities and transport 
between Heber and Utah County.” 

U.S. 189 is an important commuter 
route from Heber, Wallsburg, 
Midway and Charleston to Utah 
County, Buss said.

Scientists are still split regarding the phenomenon known as False Memory 
Syndrome. Some feel the idea that people can suppress memories of sexual 
abuse for years, then suddenly remember them, is not possible. Others say it 

is the natural way the brain works and say vocabulary should change to 
- describe “amesia,” “delayed recall” and “dissociation.” 
The cover story in this week’s issue of U.S. News and World Report tries 
to analyze the two sides, using the story of a man who was sexually abused 
- as a child while attending summer camps as a member of the San Francisco 
Boys Chorus. He had not recalled the incidents until his sister told him his 
nephew was joining a boys chorus. For months he was in a depression, until 
the memories finally came back to him. This man, Ross Cheit, was not fan- 
tasizing or remembering false events. When Cheit called dozens of other 


men who had attended the boys chorus summer camps, he found others: who | 


had been sexually abused. Further investigation revealed problems had 
existed; the evidence was unimpeachable. 

Still, the debate rages, with reputations and financial futures on one side, 
and mental health and the hope for normalcy on the other. According to 
U.S. News, some 16 states have extended their civil statutes of limitations 
on child sex abuse on the basis of the “delayed discovery doctrine.” 

“Sixty years of experiments have failed to produce any empirical evidence 
that repression exists,” one professor says. But one follow-up study of 200 

- children who had been treated for sexual abuse found that | in 3 did not 


recall the experiences for which a hospital had treated them 20 years before. 


Another found that 75 percent of women reporting delayed recall of abuse 

were able te obtain corroborating evidence. “False claims of childhood sex- 

ual abuse are demonstrably rare,” the study’s leader said. She said false 
- claims account for only 2 percent to 8 percent of reported cases. 

~Whatever the case, it is clear America has a problem, one which reaches 
into the LDS community as well.. In the October General Conference, 
Bishop Robert D. Hales again called for members to raise their children in 
‘righteousness and forsake all abuse of spouses and children. The Boy 
‘Scouts of America revealed that between 1971 and 1991, 1,800 scoutmas- 
ters suspected of sexual abuse were quietly removed, which allowed some 
to move elsewhere and resume positions as scoutmasters. 
~ As U.S. News concludes, the bottom line is that sexual abuse does endur- 
ing damage. Whether memories are true is not so much the issue in individ- 
ual cases, but that the individual needs help dealing with parts of his or her 
life which is not clear. 

The Daily Universe believes people should be careful not to harm reputa- 
tions of people accused of sexual abuse. But when someone is found guilty, 
the healing process must be allowed to begin. Ross Cheit’s tormentor said 
he should be allowed to forget the incidents 25 years after the fact. Cheit 
replied: “I have to live with it for the rest of my life.”

For U.S. Sen. Harry Reid, D-Nev., a 
visit .to BYU isn’t merely a political 
pit stop but a chance to try to over- 
come what he sees as misconceptions 
about LDS culture and political affili- 
ation. 

The Democratic legislator says he is 
on campus this week, in part, to help 
students understand that being mem- 
bers of The Church of Jesus Christ of. 
Latter-day Saints does not mean they 
have to be Republicans. 

Reid, who joined the LDS Church 
while at Utah State University, says 
he has always been puzzled by the 
disproportionate allegiance Church 
members have to the Republican 
Party. He says Church leaders’ back- 
grounds may have something to do 
with the political tilt. 

“One of the big reasons is that a lot 
of local Church leadership comes 
from the business community, and 
they tend to be more conservative,” 
said Reid, who added that he is 
pleased that general authorities do not 
mix politics with doctrine. 

He says within the LDS community 
people are often far too fearful of 
government, favoring extremist views 
that “anything government does is 
bad.” 

The Democratic party is not about 
creating bureaucracy, but making 
government function properly, he 
said. 

“Government is here to stay,” he 
said. “Why shouldn’t we have good 
government?” 

Reid says he is discouraged that 
some Church members join the 
Republican party on the sole issue of 
abortion. 

“I am totally opposed to a single- 
issue electorate,” said Reid, who 
pointed out that there are pro-life 
politicians in both parties. 

Recently Reid grabbed national 
attention for working with Sen. Ted

Kennedy, D-Mass., on legislation to 
curb violent protests at abortion clin- 
ics despite the fact he is pro-life. 

He said he was pleased by what the 
Senate accomplished in the last ses- 
sion, pointing to the National Service 
Act and progress on health care as 
examples. He is very supportive of 
President Clinton, and says he is 
impressed with what the president has 
achieved in a short time. 

“President Clinton is the most suc- 
cessful president of the past 40 
years,” he said, citing his 86.9 percent 
rate of legislative success, 

Today and Thursday Reid will offer 
lectures on the recent congressional 
session and Clinton’s record for sev- 
eral political science classes. 

Tuesday Reid met with BYU

‘program rated best in nation 


Long before the Clinton adminis- 
tration made manufacturing its No. | 
priority for science and technology 
research and development, the 
College of Engineering and 
Technology at BYU believed 
American industry could dominate 
the international manufacturing field. 

That foresight has been confirmed 
with significant national recognition 
to the two manufacturing programs 
housed within the Department of 
Manufacturing Engineering and 
Engineering Technology. 

The 25-year-old manufacturing 
engineering technology (MET) pro- 
gram has been named the No. | pro- 
gram of its kind in the country and the 
new manufacturing engineering pro- 
gram (MFE), established in 1990, also 
received accreditation. 

BYU became the 11th program 
nationwide to receive MFE accredita- 
tion and was cited specifically for 
excellent facilities, experienced facul- 

‘ty and innovative courses that unite 
industry and academics in the educa- 
tional program. 

“The United States has, unfortu- 
nately, neglected the critical science 
of manufacturing in the past few 
decades,” said A. Brent Strong, chair 
of the department. 

“The result has been a loss of manu- 
facturing business to foreign competi- 
tors. But if the United States wants to 
regain .a dominance in manufacturing, 
we have to learn how to build better 
and develop new manufacturing sys- 
tems.”

Engineers (AIChE) has awarded the 
BYU AIChE student chapter the 
Student Chapters’ Award of 
Excellence. 

The BYU group was among 15 out 
of 150 chapters across the United 
States to receive such an honor.

New Etruscan Bazaar 
offers jewelry, replicas

The premiere exhibit at the new 
Museum of Art includes pieces from 
all areas of Etruscan life, plus an 
opportunity for visitors to shop for 
reproductions of those. pieces, 
Etruscan style. 

The Etruscan Bazaar is a temporary 


- store that sells souvenirs from “The 


Etruscans: Legacy of a Lost 
Civilization” exhibit in the Museum 


_ of Art. 


The store is located in the basement 
of the museum and has an open feel, 
similar to what a real Etruscan bazaar 
would have been like. 

About 75 to 80 percent of the items 
are reproductions of pieces in the 
Etruscan collection here or Etruscan 
collections at other museums, said 
Bev Cohen, bazaar buyer and supervi- 
sor. 

Jewelry, books, food items, pottery, 
baskets and exhibit posters make up 
the majority of the souvenirs. 

“We-had most of the items imported 
from Italy,” Cohen said. “The others 
we just went to different markets to 
find.” 

One particular item the bazaar car- 
ries is bucchero, a shiny black, pol- 
ished terra cotta. According to a dis- 
play description, this pottery was 
invented by the Etruscans and is 
excellent for keeping water fresh. 
Original] bucchero pieces can be seen 
in the exhibit. 

Another popular item at the bazaar 
is the jewelry, said Leanne Isaac, 
bazaar sales clerk. 

The Etruscan women wore earrings, 
necklaces, bracelets, rings and pins 
similar to contemporary styles of jew- 
elry. 

The gold-overlay jewelry at the 
bazaar has been fashioned after pieces 
in the exhibit. Some of the jewelry 
includes real gems as the center of the 
jewelry, Isaac said. 

A major part of Etruscan life that 
the exhibit focuses on is food. 
Banquets, parties and festivals involv- 
ing food are all characteristic of 
Etruscan life. 

The food items at the bazaar that are 
representative of Italian cooking 
include vinegars, pasta, pasta sauce, 
chocolate and spices. 

Not only does the bazaar include the 
food, it includes several Italian cook- 
books to help prepare it. 

The Etruscan Bazaar will be open 


until April when the premiere exhibit 
ends. The space will then be used for 


permanent exhibits, Cohen said.

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J acksonville awarded NFL franchise

ROSEMONT, Ill. — The NFL took on a distinct Southeast tilt Tuesday, 
selecting longshot Jacksonville, Fla., to join Charlotte as its 1995 expansion 
teams. ~ 

“The Southeast,’ commissioner Paul.Tagliabue said, “is a terrific area for 
football, a real hotbed.” 

So it will be the Jacksonville Jaguars playing in aqua shirts trimmed with yel- 
low sleeves and black spots and an open-mouthed jaguar on the helmet. 

They joined the Carolina Panthers by beating out the old-line cities of St. 
Louis and Baltimore, as well as Memphis, Tenn. St..Louis and Baltimore each 
has lost teams in the past decade; Memphis was one of the favorites when the 
NFL first began discussing expansion six years ago. 

“Listen, in the NFL I’m not surprised about anything,” said Ralph Wilson, 
owner of the Buffalo Bills. “You never go into any meeting with a predeter- 
mined view.” ' 

Charlotte was chosen five weeks ago at a meeting in which the owners could- 
n’t decide on a second team. This time they did because Tagliabue made up his 
mind to support Jacksonville on Monday. 

The expansion and finance committees went 10-2 for Jacksonville, with 
Robert Tisch of the New York Giants and Norman Braman of the Philadelphia 
Eagles supporting Baltimore. The final expansion vote was 26-2, with Braman 
and James Busch Orthwein of the New England Patriots voting against 
Jacksonville. Tisch’s co-owner, Wellington Mara, switched the Giants to the 
majority. 

The Los Angeles Rams, Cincinnati Bengals and the Patriots all have indicated 
willingness to move. Baltimore is interested in the Rams and St. Louis in the 
Patriots. 

“We will follow our normal process for moving teams,” said Tagliabue citing 
rules requiring owners to show they can do better in a new territory than their 
own. He declined comment when asked if any current teams met those criteria, 
but said he’s committed to keeping the Patriots in New England. 

The Jacksonville group is headed by Wayne Weaver, a Connecticut shoe 
manufacturer, and includes Jeb Bush, the son of former President George Bush. 
It will play in the Gator Bowl, renovated for $121 million and cut back from 
82,000 to 73,000 seats, with 10,000 club seats and 68 luxury boxes. 

The ownership also includes Deron Cherry, the former All-Pro safety of. the 
Kansas City Chiefs. 

Walter Payton, the NFL’s all-time leading rusher, was part of the St. Louis 
effort from the start. 

_“How much does this hurt?” Payton asked. “There’s no words to describe it. I 
think Jacksonville was the safest choice they could make. I wouldn’t want to

Cougar swimmers preparing 
for invitational in California

Three days of competition await the 
men’s and women’s swim teams this 
Thursday through Saturday at the 
Speedo Cup Invitational in Long 
Beach, California. 

Women’s coach Stan Crump said 
this week’s meet will give his 18 
Cougar swimmers “a dry run for the 
conference” which begins in early 
March. 

“We need this three-day meet to get 
ready for the championships later in 
the season,” said men’s coach Tim 
Powers. 

Eighteen women and 20 men swim- 
mers will compete with some of the 
nation’s top swimmers including 
swimmers from Stanford.

“The other 
competition is about at our level.” 

Powers’ said the other challenge this 
weekend will be to maintain stamina 
in seven events over a three-day peri- 
od. 

“It’s a little more mentally diffi- 
cult,” Shefchick said. “But if you get 
pumped up for it, it’s not much harder 
than regular workouts. You just have 
to be mentally prepared.” 

Freshman freestyler Cherrill Haws 
said her main goal in this week’s meet 
was to break the BYU 1650-meter 
freestyle record. Last year, Haws’ 
high school time of 16:20 topped the 
16:23 BYU record set by Jill Teeples. 
She said she hoped for a repeat per- 
formance at the college level. 

Next year’s incoming freshman look 
as promising, as coach Crump has 
already begun recruiting for the 1994- 
95 season. 


Nicole Collard, Shannon 
Carmichael and Michele Riemann 
have made early commitments to join 
the Cougar squad next season as 
incoming freshmen. The three. swim- 
mers qualified for last year’s U. S.

Notre Dame could go to Sugar Bowl 
The Associated Press 


CHARLESTON, W.Va. — West Virginia, which lost a national title to Notre 
Dame in the 1989 Fiesta Bowl, appears to be locked into another big battle with 
the Irish — for the right to play in the $4.15 million Sugar Bowl. 

“Everybody wants Notre Dame,” a source close to the bowl negotiations said 
Tuesday. “Their TV ratings are light years ahead of everyone in college foot- 
ball.” 

Bowl officials indicated that West Virginia’s first choice is the Sugar Bowl. 
But it was unclear whether the Mountaineers or Notre Dame would be the 
Sugar Bowl’s first choice to play. No. 9 Florida (9-2) or No. 16 Alabama (8-2- 
1), who play for the Southeastern Conference championship Saturday. 

“We have not addressed that,” said Troy Mathieu, executive director of the 
Sugar Bowl. 

The way things stand now, the Sugar Bowl might not get a choice. The 
Cotton Bowl is in line to pick first under the bow! coalition format. 

If the Cotton picks No. 3 West Virginia (11-0), and the Mountaineers, cham- 
pions of the Big East Conference pass, then the coalition must send them to the 
Sugar Bowl. 

“The Big East champion and ACC champion and Notre Dame must play in 
the Orange, Sugar or Cotton ... unless it’s | vs. 2,” said Rick Baker, executive 
director of the Cotton Bowl. ‘““So obviously if West Virginia passes to the 
Sugar Bowl, again there is no other option.” . 

But the whole scenario could change by Sunday, the day the final regular-sea- 
son rankings are released and bowl invitations officially can be extended. 

If the rankings shake up enough, it’s possible the Sugar Bowl could pick first. 
And. it’s also possible the Sugar Bowl committee might opt for No. 5 Notre 
Dame (10-1) and its megabucks TV following, although officials for the panel 
aren't saying.
